First of the Ladd .Murder Trial Begun
Great DiClculty In Getting a Jury.

$.ecial to th IdUanapoIi Journal.
New Castle. May 12,-- Tbe trial of Cas-

sias M. Lake, ono of the live men charged
with, the killing of Kli Ladd, a negro, in
BlountsvifTe. last February, was begun in
the Circnit Cour; here this morning. The
regular jury and a special venire of forty
talesmen were in attendance, from which
to select a jury. These were all exhausted
before noon, about half havin.i formed
opinions in the case from reading the news-
paper accounts of tho homicide and
hearing the matter discusscd.and the others
being challenged peremptorily. After ex-

hausting-the special venire, several by-

standers wer called and dismissed for
.various causes. Then the defendant's
counsel tiled an affidavit and motion for
an additional special venire, and tha court
ordered an additional Graft of forty men
to report forthwith. Pending their
coining, the ten men who had been
selected, or, rather, who had not been
rejected, were placed in charge of
a special officer and not allowed to
separate. To-nic- ht a fnrther examination
of talesman is being made, and it is the aim
of the court to have th jury made up bo-lo- re

adjournment, but as but little
progress is being mado it is doubtful
whether they will be secured, at least be-

fore a very late hour.
Eli Laad was a yonng man twenty years

old, and lived on a farm with his lather,
four miles from Blonntsville. Ou the fatal
day he drove to Blonntsville in a
buggy, and while in tho house of his
betrothed was ordered to leave town
by William Kozell, with whom he had
previously had buuia trouble. Ladd drove
home and returned armed. Kozell and
others attacked the houso into which he
had conp. After several shots had bfnm
tired Ladd fled from the town, pursued by
a crowd, anions whom were the defendants.
Numerous shots wero tired at tho fleeing
man. but one of which took effect. It
struck him in th thigh, severing tti fem-
oral artery, and death ensued from loss of
blood. The defendants were arrested upon
a warrant issued by the coroner after his
investigation, and were indicted by the
grand jurv. Separate trials were granted,
and Lake's is the tirst case to be tried. .
